DRIVE ON COAL | 
-PROFITS URGED 


President Appeals to All 
Agencies to Help 


Railroads Especially Urged 
to Speed Up Cars 


Governors Called Upon for 
Action Within States 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The 
entire operating personnel of the 
railways of the country was called 
upon today by President Harding 
for a “concentrated drive” for thirty 
days to provide the transportation 
facilities necessary to meet the na- 
tional coal emergency. 

In a letter to Conrad E. Spens, 
vice-president of the Chicago, Burl- 
ington and Quincy Railroad, who 
was named today as Federal fuel 
distributor under the new coal dis- 
tribution and antiprofiteering act, 
the President declared that if the 
enthusiastic attention of the rail- 
roads could be stimulated for a 
month on the movement of coal and 
handling of empties, “we could solve 
the coal situation, not only as to 
ample supply, but prices would be 
quickly readjusted.” 

The President suggested that Mr. 
Spens take up with the governors 
of the various States the question 
of the prevention of extortion as 
the new act is limited to coal mov- 
ing in interstate commerce only. 


AIMS AT EXTORTION 

The Federal government,” Mr. 
Harding said, ‘is loath to undertake 
to fix definite prices for coal, be- 
cause of the objectionable character 
of such intervention in peace times, 
because of the difficulty in arriving 
at fair prices withvut giving undue 
favor to some and les to others, 
and also because of the incomplete- 
ness of an authority which is only 
supplementary to State action. On 
the other hand I wish you to set 
up such agencies as will vigorously 
follow up individuals using facilities 
of interstate commerce, who are 
| exacting extortions, as defined in 
the act, in order that we may have 
| relief from such practices at the 
| earliest moment.“ :

DELAY TO 
. DIRIGIBLE

One of the best hot-water sponge 
cakes was demonstrated by a Chi- 
cago baker. Beat the yolks of three | 
eggs until light and lemon colored. | 
Beat the whites of three eggs until | 
stiff! and add to the beaten yolks’ 
and beat well. Sift one and a half 
cups of flour with one and a half 
teaspoons of baking powder and 
add to the egg mixture with half a 
cup of boiling water and the grat- | 
ed rind of half à lemon. Bake in 
an oblong layer in a moderate oven. 
Cool and spread half of a’ good tart 
jelly, cover with the other half 
and dust with powdered sugar. 


. SOUTHERN DINNER 
On Sunday, ‘after the close of the 
tion, a number of the Chica- 
go bakers were hosts to the Cali- 
fornia party at a roadhouse on 
Sheridan Road, twenty miles from | 
the city. This place specializes on 
Southern chicken dinners and the 
dinner served to our party was well 
cooked and served. First they 
seryed a shrimp canape that was 
delicious. This was made by mix- | 
ing one cup of. finely chopped 
shrimps with three tablespoons of | 
thick cream sause, seasoning them | 
with salt,afew grains of cayenne 
pepper and a little lemon juice and | 
spreading the mixture on rounds of 
soft, thickly-buttered toast. The 
shrimp mixture was thickly cov- 
ered with ted cheese and then | 
they were placed in the oven until | 
the cheese was soft. They were 
served hot. 


CHICKEN VIRGINIA 


The chicken was young and ten- 
der and the cook told me that it 
was first cut in small pieces, well 
salted and allowed to stand for 
three hours Then wash the chick- 
en, drain well and cover with flour 
seasoned with salt and pepper. Pry |

SWEET POTATOES SOUTHERN | 

Peel six boiled sweet potatoes, 
cut in two the long way and lay | 
on a shallow baking dish. Place a 
teaspoon of butter on each slice, 
sprinkle over them one cup of 
brown sugar and three tablespoons | 
of water. Dust with ground cinna-| 
mon and grated lemon peel. Cook 
slow iy and baste often, as for roast- 
ing. 

CELERY ROOT SALAD 
The salad was made of celery 


ing salted water to which had been | 
added sliced lemon. After the cel- 
ery root is cooled, peel and cut in 
quarters, cut the quarters in dice 
and mix with a dressing made by 
mixing half a teaspoon of salt with | 
one-third of a teaspoon of mus- 
tard, a little cayenne pepper, one- 
third of a cup of cream and one ta- 
dlespoon of lemon juice. 


ORANGE CUSTARD 

The dessert was orange custard 
meringue. Peel and divide into 
sections three oranges, be care- 
ful to keep the sections whole, and 
remove the white substance. Cov- 
er the bottom and sides of a 
buttered pudding mold with the 
orange sections, fill mold with a 
stiff, orange flavored custard and 
bake in a pan of hot water until 
set. Let partly cool and cover with 
a meringue made with three egg 
whites and six tablespoons of 
powdered sugar. 


CRAB TURNOVERS 

One of the big yeast companies 
during the past week served a 
buffet lunch and one of the daint- 
jest was a crab turnover. Shred 
fine two cups of cooked crab meat 
and add to it one tablespoon of 
melted butter, one teaspoon of 


curry powder and enough thick 
cream to make a smooth paste. 
Roll pie pastry thin and cut into 
four-inch rounds. Cover the rounds, 
all but the edges, with the crab 
mixture. Wet the edges, fold in 
half and press the edges. Fry in 
deep, hot fat. Drain and serve 
on a folded napkin, garnish with 
parsiey and lemon slices.
